On the 26th, I visited Lim for the last time. I saw 
his dissolution was at hand.

* Salem, Nov. 6, 1818.—Set apart this day, agree- 
ably to appointment, for the purpose of a more partic- 
ular examination of ourduty. After prayer and con- 
fession of our sins, the subject of a mutual and private 
dedication of ourselves to the work assigned us was 
introduced and considercd. Many advantages, it was 
supposed, might be derived from a formal consecra- 
tion to thiS missivn. Itmay remind us me frequent- 
ly that the vows of the Lerd are upon us; it may be of 
use in so:ne seagons of trial, in some expected afflic- 
tion to which this work myst expose us. After ma- 
ture_reflectioa, and (we would hope) after imploring 
the direction of the Holy Spirit, we cheerfully agreed 
to subscribe our nares to the follawing covenart:

MEMOIR OF JOHN HAWES, ESQ. 


In the death of Jonn Hawes, Esq. late collector 
of the port of New Bedford, the family, the rela- 
tives, the Methodist connexion, .od the public, have 
sustained a great and irreparable loss. Occasion 
has heretofore been taken brietly to notice the death 
of thw excellent man; but the character he sniained, 
demands a more complete development of those en 
cumstances of his life, which are Ulustrative of hi 
memory and virtues. 


hasty and imperfect sketch, it is regretted that more | 
leisure had not been employed in tracing his history ; | 


but this was unavoidable, considering te time at 
which it was uudertakea. 

The subject of this nemoir was born February 13, 
68, in that part of Dartmouth which is now New 
ifurd, in the state of Massachusetts. ‘The parents 
of the deceased were pour, and therefore he was fa- 
vored with indifferent opportunities of acquiring an 
early education, Esquire Hawes, in his youth, as well 
as in more advanced lite, was distinguished fur activi- 
ty and enterprise. He attained the staiure of man- 
would at anearly period. Accordingly at the age of 
fourteen he colisted as a_ soidtfer, in 
revolution, in the serviee of the colonies 
mother country. At the age

of sixteen, he com- 


menced a seafaring life, and upon his first voyage, iv a | 


vessel from Boston to the West Indices, was wrecked, 
and he, with ove other of the crew, only. were saved. 
His companion and himself were taken from the 
wreck by an English cruiser, carried to. New York, 
and there confined on board the Jersey, the noted 
prison ship, where he remained a prisoner until the 
conclusion of the war. During his confinement on 
board the Jersey, he underwent the most cruel priva- 
tions and sufferings. 

On the restoration of peace, he again resumed the 
seafaring business, and was employed for a while in 
the whale fishery. The reputation which he suon ac- 
quired in that service was such, that at the age of 


twenty he was appoiated to the command of a ship. 


He continued, as guaster, 10 this service, for some 
time, and sailed, in that capacity, both from Eugland 
and Franee. A circuinstance, in this conuexion, is 


worthy of particular notice, as illustrative of some | 


traits in the character of the deceased. On his first 
voyage, as master of a ship, having a large crew un- 
der his command, composed of diiferent nations, seve- 
ral of whom were persons of the most abandoned hab- 
its, the crew mutinied. Had they been successful, all 
the officers of the ship, undoybtedly woul! bave been 
massacred. Such, however, was the prudence and 
intrepidity of the decoused, that he restored order on 
board the ship, and compeiled the crew to return to 


their duty, and subsequeutly prosecuted the voyage | 


with success. 

Aflerwards, he was appointed to the ¢owmand of a 
ship In the merchant serv ice, which he ever prosecut- 
ed, while 
ner. As the commander of a ship, he received the 
unqualilied apprubation of his owners, on the one 
hand, and the esteem and love of the seamen and his 
subordinate oflicers, on the other. He possessed in 
an eminent degree, the art of maintaining good order 
and disctpline, in the capacity of acommander. Hav- 
ing first learned to rovern himself, he was thereby 
qualified for the government of others. 

Che first impressions which he received, of a reli- 
gious nature, were at sea. These were afterwards 
streagthened by reflection, and the 
suine Methodist books, providentially put into his 
hands. While in London, and before luis acquaintance 


with Methodists, he had a desire to attend a meetlng of 


the society of Priends. With this ébject in view, he 
left his boarding house, one Sabbath, and wandered 
about the streets of that city, for sone time, ignorant 
of his course, until, becoming exhausted with fatigue, 
and disappointed in his pursuit, he directed his steps to 
the first place of public worship that presented, and 
seated himself ina congregation, where he was deeply 
impressed with the solemnity of the services, and the 
warin and pathetic exhortations of the venerable prea- 
cher whe oiliciated. 

This meeting, he afterwards learned was of the 
Metod.st persuasion. From this time he sought an 
aequaintauce with Methodists. And his Wishes, in
